The County Board of Education of Montgomery County, 
pursuant to the rules of the State Board of Education, and with 
the aid and advice of our County Superintendent, as directed 
by the laws of this Commonwealth (being Acts of the General 
Assembly 1920, approved March 22. 1920), hereby submits an 
itemized statement or budget showing the amount of money 
needed for supplementing teachers' salaries, for permanent 
improvements, repairs, furniture, etc., and for maintenance 
and support of the schools under the jurisdiction and supervi- 
sion of our board for the succeeding school year 1921-1922, 
after deducting the State funds available and all other income, 
resources and funds on hand or in process of collection, and 
showing the amount which will be needed to be raised by local 
taxation, including the rate of levy necessary to raise such 
amount, viz:

The blue prints are now being made on the survey that 
was made two years ago and this work is being pushed and 
will be pushed until the road is finally completed. 

On the other Federal Aid roads — one leading to the Bath 
county line — the other to the Menefee county line — nothing 
will probably b done this year, as same is pending the actio* 
of Congress on the Federal Aid road bills now before it. 

Since our last report the State has taken over 3.1 miles of 
the Camargo pike, being that portion from the city limits to 
Greenbriar school house, and recently the State surface-treat- 
ed it with oil and gravel. The State has also taken over the 
Paris pike and surface-treated it. 

In the future the roads above named will be maintained 
by the State at its own expense, under what is known as the 
Patrol System | a patrolman being constantly on each, to see 
that they do not deteriorate for want of immediate attention. 

This will be a great relief to the county in the future and 
will enable us to devote our entire time and turnpike resource 
elsewhere. 

We are also endeavoring to induce the State to surface- 
treat that part of the Maysville pike from the Paris pike to the 
city limits, and feel we have a good chance to get this

FARMERS TO HAVE HELP IN 
FIGHT ON BLIGHT OF SPUDS 

In order to help farmers of the 
state combat the late blight of po- 
tatoes which this year resulted in 
heavy losses plans are already be- 
ing made by the extension division 
of the College of Agriculture for 
winter and spring meetings and 
summer spraying demonstrations to 
show farmers of the state the impor- 
tance of this method of controlling 
the disease, according to an an- 
nouncement by J S. Gardner, field 
agent in horticulture, under whose 
superviaion the work is being car- 
ried on. Dates for meetings are be- 
ing arranged on request in counties 
where farmers are being troubled 
with the disease and other plans be- 
ing made to assist as many grow- 
ers as possible in reducing the losa 



which blight causes to their crops. 

A number of farmers this year 
controlled the blight in their flelda 
by spraying with Bordeaux mixture 
as many as three times during the 
season. Some sprayed only once 
while others sprayed their crop* 
twice. Fields which we re sprayed 
three times have been practically 
free of the pest while heavy losses 
ocurred in those which were not 
sprayed, according to Mr. Gardner.
